Lawyer Slapped 
In Mississippi 


Defendant Claims 
Morals Charge Is 
Completely False 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP)—Twelve 
white jurors have convicted civil 
rights lawyer William Higgs in 
absentia on a morals charge in­ 
volving a teen-aged runaway. 
The jury deliberated 35 minutes 
Friday night after hearing a 16- 
year-old youth testify Higgs be­ 
friended him, took him into his 
home and engaged in a series of 
unnatural sexual acts with him. 
Hinds 
County 
Judge 
Russel 
Moore sentenced Higgs to six 
months imprisonment and a $500 
fine. The three lawyers Moore or­ 
dered to defend Higgs advised 
they would seek a new trial a 
move preliminary to an appeal, 
then the decision on an appeal to 
Higgs. Moore said he probably 
would hear the matter Monday. 
The charges were based on ac­ 
cusations by William McKinley 
Daywalt III of Collegeville, Pa., 
who testified he had nm away 
from home following an argument 
with his parents and had lived 
with Higgs. 
Higgs was not present at the 
trial. He had said in New York, 
where he went to receive an 
award this week for his civil 
rights work, that he was afraid 
to return to the state. He denied 
the charge. 
Higgs helped defend the “Free­ 
dom Riders” who sought to de 
segregate Mississippi in 1961, was 
counsel for the state Civil Rights 
Advisory Committee, filed a Uni 
versify 
of 
Mississippi 
desegre­ 
gation suit for Dewey Greene, a 
Negro, and was an observer in 
the James H. Meredith desegre 
gation proceedings. 
Both the 27-year-old Higgs, I 
graduate of the University of Mis 
sissippi and Harvard Law School 
and young Daywalt are white. 
At Brandeis University in Walt 
ham, Mass., where he was visiting 
friends, Higgs issued a statement 
similar to the one he made in 
New York Wednesday when he

One was that he and his col­ 
leagues began to worry about 
Western publicity concerning his 
drinking; another that his doctors 
had warned him to cut way down.

CHICAGO (AP)—A wave of in­ 
fluenza which has closed schools 
and brought high job absenteeism 
in 
several 
Eastern 
Seaboard 
states since mid-January is push­ 
ing into the Midwest. 
Asian type flu, similar to that 
which swept the nation in 1957-58 
and again in 1960, has been con­ 
firmed in several states, including 
Illinois, Michigan, Ohio and Kan­ 
sas. 
Outbreaks of less severe types 
of 
influenza 
have 
been 
wide­ 
spread. The first confirmed cases 
this winter were reported last 
month in Robeson County, North 
Carolina. The state reported 65,- 
994 new cases last week. 
The Communicable Disease Cen­ 
ter of the U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice in Atlanta reported Friday 
that pneumonia-influenza deaths 
have been above the epidemic lev­ 
el the past five weeks. 
The report, based on figures 
from 108 cities, showed a sharp 
upswing in deaths in the week 
ending Feb. 8. 
In Ohio the Cincinnati Health 
Department 
said 
absenteeism 
among the city’s 82,000 public 
school students jumped to 23 per 
cent Friday from 15 per cent the 
day before. Three deaths were 
blamed on flu, which the depart 
ment said was caused by an Asian 
type virus. 
The virus also got to about 400 
teachers forcing public school of 
ficials to exhaust their list of 
available substitutes. 
The flu death toll stood at three, 
b u t Cincinnati Department of 
Health officials blamed influenza 
for many of the 41 pneumonia 
deaths reported by Friday. Influ­ 
enza weakens its victims’ resist­ 
ance to other diseases. 
Officials said that tests of sam 
pies from patients have not been 
completed, but blood tests indicate 
the presence of Asian strain A-2 
flu virus. The virus last appeared 
in Cincinnati during the 1957-58 
flu epidemic. 
Many neartjy communities re 
ported almost normal absentee 
ism, but the rate jumped sharply 
at Middletown—from about 1,000 
Thursday to 1,500 Friday. Around 
IO per cent of the students in 
Hamilton schools were absent. 
There were two confirmed Asian 
flu cases among students at the 
University of Michigan in Ann Ar 
bor. Wayne County officials re 
ported growing job absenteeism in 
the Detroit area. 
Reports of influenza-like illness 
in Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Missouri also indicated a westerly 
spread of the disease. Hospitals in 
St. Louis reported admissions had 
doubled because of a flu outbreak 
An Asian flu outbreak among 
recruits at Great Lakes Naval 
Training Center reached a peak 
earlier this week. It 
was de 
scribed as much less severe than 
a 1957 epidemic. 
Health officials in Tennessee say 
influenza cases have tripled in 
Memphis since last week. About 
500 cases had been reported by 
Friday, and officials said there 
probably were other cases not re­ 
ported. 
Although the flu has been re­ 
ported as far north as Maine, it 
apparently has not hit New Eng­ 
land as hard as other Eastern 
areas. Nicholas Fiumara, a Mass­ 
achusetts public health official, 
said he does not expect an epi­ 
demic in that state because 1.5 
million persons have had flu shots. 
The 
Public 
Health 
Service 
warned earlier this year that fol­ 
lowing the normal cycle Asian flu 
likely would strike the nation hard 
this winter. Asian influenza is one 
of the “A” type influenza viruses 
which seem to strike every two 
or three years.

WASHINGTON (AP) —A Navy 
search plane found the hijacked 
Venezuelan freighter Anzoategui 
early today about 180 miles north 
of Surinam Dutch Guiana, the 
Defense Department announced. 
The Navy plane, a P2V, based 
at Jacksonville, Fla., radioed it 
was circling the ship and could 
read her name on the fantail. 
The plane was attempting to 
make contact with the ship by 
blinker and radio at the time it 
was reported to the department.

But the freighter was more than 
1,600 miles southeast of Cuba at 
6 a.m. when it was located and 
its reported direction of travel 
would carry it away from Cuba 
and in the direction of Brazil. 
It was to Brazil that Portuguese 
Capt. Henrique Galvao took the

Portuguese 
liner 
Santa 
Maria in February 1961, after ’ e 
had taken control of the ship and 
its 950 passengers and crew. 
Galvao s action was a protest 
against the rule of Antonio de 
Oliveira Salazar, the Portuguese 
premier. 
The Navy spent five or six days 
trying to locate the Santa Maria, 
and came under criticism at the 
time for the delay. There were 
indications of official prodding for 
quicker results in this

Polio Epidemic in Guiana 


Is Curbed with U.S. Help 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Just be­ 
fore Christmas, the terror of a 
polio epidemic struck British Gui­ 
ana. Its anti-Yankee government 
called for help, and got it from 
the United States. 
The Air Force rushed in doctors 
from the U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice and Baylor University, plus 
200,000 doses of vaccine, iron lungs 
and other equipment. 
As specialists from Baylor treat- 
e 
the victims, the Health Serv­ 
ice's team of four medics set to 
work to stop the epidemic by im­ 
munizing 100,000 children in the 
South American colony of 600,000 
persons. 
Within a month there were dra­ 
matic results. 
Dr. Henry M. Gelfand, head of 
the Health Service team, reports 
that hospital admissions hit a peak 
of 83 new cases in the week ended 
Jan. 5. But last week only nine 
ne v cases were reported. 
Today the mission is almost 
completed. 
The Health Service 
team has returned to its base at 
the Atlanta. Ga., Communicable 
Disease Center. Three members of 
th'' Baylor group are du' home 
today. Two others are staying be­ 
hind. 
American officials believe the 
group scored a double success— 
not only stamping out the epidem­ 
ic but also cauterizing the anti- 
American sentiments of Guiana’s 
left-leaning premier, Cheddi Ja- 
gan. 
The U.S. Agency for Internation­ 
al Development which sponsored 
the mercy mission figures its costs 


to the taxpayers will 
run 
be­ 
tween $40,000 and $50,000. Baylor 
donated its help, thus keeping 
down the cost. 
The gain to Uncle Sam’s imag® 
can be guessed from some of th* 
newspaper comment in Guiana. 
One newspaper voiced gratitude 
for the aid given “in spite of all 
the abuse poured on the United 
States by our premier . . . Thank 
you—Mr. Kennedy! What a govern­ 
ment!”

Many shoppers look at the shape 
of a lamp base, but ov erlook the 
shade.

Many shoppers look at the shape 
(rf a lamp base, but overlook the 
shade. It should be large enough 
at the top to permit generous up 
ward light. This helps spread the 
light throughout the room. 
The bottom of the shade should 
be large enough to spread a circle 
of light over the work surface. 
Shades should measure at the bot­ 
tom diameter 16 inches for table 
lamps, 18 inches for floor lamps, 
IO inches for vanity lamps. 
Chose a shade with a white or 
near white lining. Shades on study 
or reading lamps should transmit 
some light but must be opapus 
enough to shield the bulb. B u t 
shades for vanity lamps need to 
be highly translucent so that light 
passes 
through the shade 
and 
lights the face. 
In some lamps the bulb socket 
is incorrectly placed. The bottom 
of the socket should be one inch 
above the lower edge of the shade. 
Check the height and weight of 
the lamp base. When a person is 
seated, the bottom of the shade 
should be at eye level. If the lamp 
base is too high, the light bulb will 
be exposed. If the base is too low, 
the circle of light is limited. The 
base should be heavy enough to 
prevent tipping. 
The lower edge of the shade 
should be 40 to 42 inches above the 
floor — a seated person’s normal 
eye level. The location depends on 
the height of the chair seat, the 
table, and the person using the 
lamp. Be sure to measure before 
you shop.

To partici­ 
pate in the program farmers must 
reduce their corn acreage a min­ 
imum of 20 per cent, and may re­ 
duce by 40 per cent if they so de­ 
sire or any percentage between 
20 and 40 per cent. 
This percentage is based on 
their 1959-60 feed grain base. If a 
fanner has a base of 25 acres or 
less he may divert the entire acre­ 
age. 


The land that is taken from 
corn production can be diverted 
to grass cover, permanent or tem­ 
porary; clean tillage to control 
noxious weeds; and wildlife or wa­ 
ter storage. 
Those producers signing an in­ 
tention to participate by reducing 
their acreage of corn a minimum 
of 20 per cent and by increasing 
their conserving base by an equal 
acreage are eligible to receive the 
following: 
The farmer will be eligible for 
a price support loan for all pro­ 
duction on his 1963 corn acreage. 
It may be recalled that last year 
this loan was only available

Alexander, who said earlier he 
would call 18 witnesses to the 
stand, said he probably would re­ 
quire most of today to refute those 
allegations as well as charges in­ 
volving club payoffs 
in Barnes­ 
ville, a dry community. Alexander 
said he expects the trial to run 
into next week. 
Among last witnesses for the 
state was Deputy Stanley Simon- 
cic, who told of a Belmont County 
Sheriff’s Benevolence Society, or­ 
ganized to sponsor a follies at 
Bellaire on Feb. IO, 1962. 
Simoncic said the organization 
apparently was used as a front to 
solicit money from trucking firms 
whose vehicles travel through the 
county. Prosecutor William H. Ir­ 
vin described the operation as a 
“shakedown” 
and 
said 
it was 
stopped and the sheriff was in­ 
structed to return the money. 
The charges for which Neff is 
being tried do not involve these 
alleged operations, however. The 
four counts of his bribery indict­ 
ment accuse him of reouesting 
payoffs from the Elks. Eagles, 
American Legion, and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Clubs in Barnesville 
in return for overlooking their 
beer sales. 
Neff also Is under indictment 
on a charge of embezzlement in­ 
volving personal use of food bought 
by the county for jail prisoners.
